Now, what can 
done to prevent this? We have a state 
government and federal government, 
and while tbia dasl form of government 
baa ita advantages, vet is also haa ita dis- 
advantage.. 

"Both Hist., and nation ahonld have 
concurrent remediea. In the firat place, 
every state hat or should have tbt right 
to create any corporation which ia con- 
ducive to tbe welfare of the people of 
that State. I believe that we can safe- 
ly entrnst to the people of a Stat., the 
aettlement of a queation which concerns 
tbem. I f they oreate a corporation and 
it becomes destructive to their best m- 
tereeta, they oan deatroy that corpora- 
tion, and we can mf.lv trust tbem both 
to create and annihilate if condition* 
maka annihilation neceaaary.
